To Keep a Pledge 


President Eisenhower has asked Congress to 
study possible revisions in the McCarran Im- 
migration Act, a project to which he pledged 
himself during the campaign. 

In a letter to Chairman Watkins of the Sen- 
ate Judiciary subcommittee on immigration, the 
President cites 10 objections to the 1952 law. 
With this Mr. Eisenhower suggests. an imme- 
diate study of immigration policy. 

This forthright request is entirely consistent 
with what the President said before he was 
elected. In October, he criticized the McCarran 
Act several times, once referring to it as “a glar- 
ing example of failure of our national leader- 
ship to live up to high ideals.” 

Former President Truman had much the same 
criticism to make of the measure in a message 
accompanying his veto, which was overridden. 
Later he appointed a special independent com- 
mission, headed by the former Solicitor General, 
Philip B. Perlman, to study immigration pol- 
icy. Senator Watkins’s subcommittee could 
easily begin its work with a study of that com- 
mission’s study. Briefly, this is what the com- 
mission found: 

1. The “national origins” theory, on which im- 
migration quotas still are based, is unrealistic 
with regard to providing a haven for aliens who 
really need it, and discriminatory toward many 
peoples and races. 

2. So many new restrictions on individual en- 
trance were written into the law that the total 
number .of immigrants is likely to fall below 
even previous low totals. 

3. Many of these restrictions are incompatible 
with American justice, in that they make persons 
deportable for things done years ago which 
were not offenses then. The law even sub- 
jects natdralized citizens to a kind of “second- 
class citizenship” because they can be deported 
for reasons for which native-born citizens would 
not even be tried. 

In conclusion, the Truman commission found 
that the McCarran law “rests upon an attitude 
of hostility: toward all aliens.” This attitude is 
no compliment to our foreign policy, under 
either this Administration or the previous one. 

President Eisenhower, in urging revision of 
the immigration law, is calling for the kind of 
national leadership from Congress that will “live 
up to high ideals.”

Washington University is to be commended for 
inviting Aaron Copland, distinguished Ameri- 
can composer, to speak about music Wednesday.

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Case of the British Low Bid 

British reaction to the Chief Joseph dam case 
indicates that deeds will count for more than 
words in the development of American foreign 
trade policy. The deed done at Chief Joseph 
dam, on the Columbia river near Bridgeport, 
Wash., does not square with the Administration's 
words in favor of lower trade barriers. 

A British firm entered a bid, in competition 
with American manufacturers, to supply genera- 
tors and transformers at the dam, which is being 
built by the Army Engineers. Its bid was $1,614,- 
000 or 22 per cent lower than the nearest Ameri- 
can bid. But the British did mot get the job. In- 
stead, the Army has rejected all bids and will 
write new specifications. As Wallace R. Deuel, 
Post-Dispatch diplomatic correspondent, reports, 
it is expected that the British will be unable to 
meet the new specifications. 

“A bad omen regarding the foreign trade pol- 
icy of the new Administration,” says Britain’s 
Board of Trade President Peter Thorneycroft. 
Joseph C. Harsch, writing in The Christian Sei- 
ence Monitor, says the decision “raises a barbed 
question about the ability of Mr. Eisenhower to 
implement his program of ‘trade, not aid’.” 

What makes the decision so serious is that it 
did not come from a subordinate functionary 
but was made at a Cabinet meeting.

Not only is it the fastest and finest 
Ship afloat: the crews are better quartered, 
better fed and better paid than those of 
any other nation. Now that we have re- 
won the Atlantic blue riband, we must take 
care not to throw it away again. Mean- 
time, here’s a history of American ship- 
ping with a real happy ending.

2. Providing that a Vice Presi- 
dent who succeeded to the 2 
est office on the death a 
President could serve a maxi- 
mum of two years and 90 days. 
A new President under this pro- 
posal would be chosen at the 
next congressional election, if 
a President died in the first two 
years of his term. 

Proportional Votes. 

Under the first provision, a 
nominee for President would get 
the same proportion of electoral 
votes in each state as he received 
in the popular vote. Now a nom- 
inee gets all of the electoral votes 
from a state if he wins a plurality 
of the popular votes. 

This arrangement, Smathers 
said, has twice “permitted the 
candidates with the least number 
of popular votes o become Pres- 
ident.” 

Smathers apparently was re- 
ferring to the elections of John 
Quincy Adams over Andrew Jack- 
son in 1824, and Rutherford B. 
* over Samuel J. Tilden in 


Jackscn had a popular vote of 
155,872 to Adams’s 105,321, but 
two other candidates polled nearly 
100,000 votes between them and 
no one candidate received a ma- 
jority of the electoral vote. 
Under the Constitution, the deci- 
gion went to the House of Repre- 
sentatives, which elected Adams. 

Controversy. 

The Hayes-Tilden election re- 
sulted in a major controversy of 
the reconstruction period after 
the Civil War. Hayes was credited 
with 4,033,950 popular votes to 
Tilden’s 4,284,757, but 185 elec- 
toral votes to Tilden’s 184, after 
an electoral commission ruled on 
the challenged results in several 
states. 

Smathers said too often a vice- 
presidential nominee “is picked 
by one man or one group of men 
to satisfy certain cliques or spe- 
cial interest groups or sometimes 
one geographical area.” He con- 
tinued: 

“The Vice President is sort of 
like a caddy for a good golfer. 
During the course of the match 
the caddy does a lot of work, but 
it is the golfer who makes the 
shots and whom the crowds watch. 

“The job of President is obvi- 
ously too important and too big to 


permit any man to obtain that 
position without being elected to 


it, and thereafter to serve more 
than two years’ term without an 
indorsement from the voters.”
